Examiner disagrees with Applicant's characterization of the Amano reference. Amano teaches that the hinge assembly (63) is arranged to 
allow the lid assembly (62) to be rotated, moved up and down, and moved laterally relative to the container body (61) (column 5, rows 30- 
33). The hinge assembly comprises all the structures which facilitate these movements, including the rotational axis shafts 68. See
